In  this  age  of  global  markets,  international  trade  and  investment,  opportunities 
for  Alberta  businesses  are  continually  expanding.  But  often  deadlines  are  short 
and  the  sources  of  information  on  these  opportunities  vary. 

Economic  Development  and  Tourism  offers  the  International  Business  Infor- 
mation Service  (IBIS),  to  provide  Alberta  companies  with  current  information 
on  international  business  opportunities.  IBIS  can  be  accessed  24  hours  a  day, 
7  days  a  week.  It  offers  quick  access  to  new  business  leads  for  exporting  your 
products  or  services  well  in  advance  of  conventional  sources. 

IBIS  is  an  electronic  bulletin  board  that  posts  current  information  about  new 
project  and  procurement  opportunities,  market  intelligence,  export  assistance 
programs  and  more  -  saving  you  time  and  money.  Whether  you  are  exploring 
new  markets  or  expanding  current  ones,  IBIS  is  your  probe  into  the  interna- 
tional marketplace.

Trade  Opportunities 

The  Department  of  Economic  Development  and  Tourism  receives  new  project 
and  procurement  opportunities  from  various  sources  which  include:  the  United 
States  Department  of  Commerce,  the  World  Bank,  the  Inter- American  Devel- 
opment Bank,  the  Asian  Development  Bank,  the  African  Development  Bank, 
the  European  Bank  for  Reconstruction  and  Development,  and  the  Caribbean 
Development  Bank  (other  banks).  Notices  cover  a  broad  range  of  goods  and 
services  from  raw  materials  to  finished  products. 

Country  Economic  Indicators 

This  directory  contains  information  on  over  70  countries  which  are  Alberta's 
primary  trading  partners.  Each  country  selection  will  list  information  such  as 
population,  currency,  and  exchange  rates  as  well  as  specific  economic  statis- 
tics such  as  GDP,  inflation  rates  and  import/export  figures  vis-a-vis  Alberta. 
Data  from  the  Export  Development  Corporation  (EDC)  and  the  Canadian 
International  Development  Agency  (CIDA)  is  also  included  where  appropri- 
ate. 

Export  Assistance  Programs 

Many  programs  are  offered  by  the  Federal  and  Alberta  governments  to  assist 
exporters.  These  programs  are  designed  to  help  both  beginner  and  experi- 
enced exporters.  Some  programs  provide  financial  assistance  while  others 
help  give  valuable  "hands-on"  experience.  This  category  describes  the  avail- 
able programs  along  with  the  appropriate  contact  names  and/or  phone  num- 
bers to  receive  more  information.

Making  the  Connection 

Have  the  modem  dial  the  appropriate  number  (in  Edmonton  427-0237,  toll 
free  in  Alberta  1-800-661-4567)  and  wait  a  few  moments  for  the  link  to  estab- 
lish. A  clear  connection  may  not  be  made  immediately.  A  bad  connection 
will  produce  a  jumble  of  letters  on  the  screen.  If  this  occurs,  hang-up  and  dial 
again.  A  good  connection  will  be  preceded  by  a  high  pitched,  long  "beep". 
Following  that,  the  IBIS  "Welcome"  screen  will  appear.  Wait  until  you  are 
asked  to  enter  your  first  name. 

After  you  have  entered  your  first  and  last  name,  you  will  be  asked  to  register 
your  company  name.  You  will  also  be  asked  at  this  point  to  choose  the  default 
settings  for  fijture  communications.  The  computer  will  ask  for  such  things  as 
graphics  preferences,  transfer  protocols,  etc.*  You  will  then  be  asked  a  few 
questions  about  your  company.  Please  take  a  few  moments  to  answer  them. 


If  you  are  unsure  of  your  computer  capabilities,  select  [N]o  graphics,  [N]o 
colour,  [A]scii  transfer  protocol  as  your  initial  settings.  These  can  be 
changed  later  by  going  to  the  "User  Setting  Menu"  when  you  are  more 
familiar  with  computer  communications.

If  you  wish  to  read  one  of  the  listed  bulletins,  select  the 
appropriate  number.  "Return"  when  prompted.  IBIS  will  inform  you  when 
you  log  on  if  there  are  any  new  bulletins  added  since  your  last  sessiqn.  It's  a 
good  idea  to  review  these  bulletins  as  they  may  be  of  significant  unportance 
to  your  export  operations. 

When  you  are  finished  with  the  bulletin  section,  press  "Return"  at  the  prompt 
"Read  what  bulletin(s)  New  Since  (Retum=none)". 

You  are  now  at  the  Main  Menu.  The  next  time  you  log  on  to  IBIS  you  will 
only  be  asked  for  your  first  name,  last  name  and  password  and  will  be  brought 
right  to  the  Main  Menu.  Feel  free  to  try  different  options  to  become  more 
familiar  with  IBIS  operations. 

To  sign  off,  simply  choose  "G"  from  the  Main  or  File  Menu  and  IBIS  will  end 
the  session.

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MESSAGING  CENTRE 

Messaging  on  IBIS  allows  users  to  better  communicate  with  Alberta  Economic 
Development  and  Tourism  as  well  as  with  each  other. 

(Elnter  You  will  be  asked  to  whom  you  want  to  send  the  message  when 
you  select  the  "E"  command.  Press  the  [Enter]  key  if  you  want  to 
add  the  message  to  all  users.  You  can  also  address  the  message 
to  an  individual.  You  will  then  be  asked  the  subject  of  your 
message.  A  maximum  of  25  characters  is  permitted  for  a  subject 
title. 

[K]ill  This  command  is  used  to  erase  a  message.  The  security  option 

(Kill,  Password,  Receiver,  or  None)  determines  who  is  author- 
ized to  remove  a  message. 

[Plersonal:    The  "P"  command  will  display  the  numbers  of  all  messages  that 
have  either  been  entered  by  you  or  sent  to  you. 

[R]ead         You  can  read  mail  with  the  "R"ead  command. 

You  can  pick  the  messages  you  want  to  read  by  certain  text  strings  in  the  header 
(to/from/subject),  by  the  numbers  of  the  messages  that  you  would  like  to  read, 
or  by  whether  the  mail  is  to  or  from  you.  You  will  also  see  the  range  of  messages 
that  are  currently  available  to  be  read.  Your  options  for  specifying  which 
messages  to  read  are:

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DOWNLOADING  A  FILE 


Downloading  is  the  transfer  of  a  file  from  IBIS  to  your  computer.  Below  is  an 
example  of  the  steps  required  to  do  this. 

Lets  say  for  example,  you  would  like  to  download  the  file  on  a  country.  First, 
ensure  you  are  in  the  file  section  ("IBIS  File  System"  should  appear  the  top  of 
the  screen).  Next,  list  off  all  the  file  directories  by  pressing  "L"  and  "Return" 
at  the  file  command  bar  on  the  bottom  of  the  screen.  IBIS  lists  the  14  directo- 
ries for  you  and  indicates  their  contents. 

For  country  information,  we  want  directory  11,  so  where  IBIS  says  "What 
directory(s)"  at  the  bottom  of  your  screen,  respond  with  the  number  "11"  and 
"Return"  where  IBIS  says  "more". 

Again,  at  the  bottom  of  your  screen  IBIS  will  prompt  you  to  input  your  selec- 
tion "End  list,  [Rjelist,  [quit],  or  file(s)  to  download?"  Note  that  many 
countries  with  long  names  have  been  abbreviated  so  be  sure  to  spell  it  exactly 
as  it  is  on  the  screen  above.  Whether  you  use  upper  or  lower  case  is  not 
important;  IBIS  accepts  either  or  both.  If  you  choose  Norway  for  example, 
simply  type  "Norway"  at  the  prompt  and  press  return.  IBIS  will  then  tell  you  it 
is  prepared  to  send  the  file  (if  you  have  not  preselected  a  file  transfer  protocol 
ie:  Z  modem  or  ASCII,  you  select  one  now).  You  must  now  tell  your  commu- 
nications package  to  receive  the  file  and  save  it  on  disk  or  send  it  directly  to 
your  printer.  The  method  to  do  this  varies  from  package  to  package  so  consult 
your  manual  for  details. 

When  you  have  instructed  your  software  to  receive,  press  "Return"  and  IBIS 
will  begin  transmitting  the  file.  You  will  then  see  the  transfer  status  (Z  modem 
or  the  file  will  scroll  across  your  screen  (ASCII)  as  it  is  saved  or  printed  by 
your  computer  (if  you  have  chosen  the  ASCII  protocol).  When  the  transfer  is 
complete,  IBIS  will  transmit  5  beeps  to  your  computer  and  then  will  ask  you  to 
press  "Return".  At  this  point  use  tihe  command  appropriate  to  your  communi- 
cations software  to  pause  or  turn  off  its  record  mode  or  your  printer.  When  you 
have  done  this,  press  "Return".  Once  you  have  done  so,  you  will  be  back  to  the 
file  menu  and  ready  to  look  at  another  directory,  menu,  or  log  off  the  system. 

The  new  file  on  your  computer  is  in  a  most  basic  text  form  and  can  be  imported 
into  your  word  processing  package  for  printing  or  can  be  printed  directly  by 
DOS  commands  or  via  a  text  editor. 
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COMPRESSED  SELF  EXTRACTING 
FILES  ON  IBIS 

Note:  These  files  will  only  work  with  IBM  and  IBM 
compatible  machines. 


For  users  who  typically  download  the  X-(date)  file,  IBIS  offers  a  quicker,  more 
convenient  file  to  download  in  the  form  of  Z-(date).exe.  This  file  is  identical 
in  content  to  the  all  industry  files  (x-date)  but  is  typically  1/3  the  size.  To  utilize 
this  file,  you  must  ensure  that  your  default  file  transfer  protocol  is  set  to  anything 
other  than  ASCII.  In  other  words,  choose  XModem,  ZModem,  ...etc  and  ensure 
your  communications  package  supports  the  protocol  you  choose. 

To  change  your  default  protocol  on  IBIS,  go  to  the  User  Setting  Menu  fi-om  Main 
Menu.  Then  choose  [F]ile  protocol.  IBIS  will  list  all  the  protocols  supported 
and  allow  you  to  set  your  new  choice.  Remember  that  only  the  ASCII  protocol 
allows  you  to  actually  see  the  file  scroll  across  your  screen  when  downloading, 
therefore  you  will  lose  this  capability.  All  other  protocols  will  only  report  the 
progress  of  the  transfer  as  it  is  saved  on  your  machine. 

To  be  able  to  read  the  data  in  the  compressed  file,  you  must  download  it  to  your 
machine,  and  then  end  your  EBIS  session.  Now,  go  to  the  DOS  prompt  and 
ensure  you  are  in  the  same  directory  as  the  compressed  file.  Simply  type  the 
file  name  (ie.  z-date.exe)  and  the  file  will  decompress  automatically  creating  a 
new  file  called  x-date.  You  can  now  read  this  file  (x-date)  as  standard  text 
through  your  text  editor  or  word  processor.
